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Equipment such as phaser arrays, photon torpedoes, and deflectors act as the 
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sivords and shields of starships such as the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-A. 


NCC-1701-A is a formidable starship 

equipped with weapons and defensive 
systems that rival those of any ship in 
Starfleet. By the 2290's, the ship is considered 
to be outdated, but it is more than capable of 
holding its own in battle with many opponents, 
including a Klingon Bird-of-Prey. Rushed into 
service in 2287, the ship experiences several 
technical glitches before leaving the docking 
bay. Many of its primary and secondary 
systems, including the transporters, red alert 
status monitors, and several sets of turbolift 
doors do not function properly upon initial 
launch, but luckily the weapons and defenses 
function adequately when called upon to do so. 


Primary and secondary weapons 


Phaser banks are located in both the saucer 
and engineering sections, allowing for targeting 
of vessels off the ship’s bow or stern. The 
three primary phaser arrays are contained in the 
saucer section, located at equidistant positions 
from each other in a semicircular pattern. The 
effective tactical range of the ship's phasers 
is approximately 300000 kilometers; this is 
consistent with its predecessor, the refit 
U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701. 

Photon torpedo bays are located above 
the main deflector dish at the front of the 
engineering hull. This location is especially 
useful for crew members if photon torpedoes 
need to be modified before they are fired. 
Such a modification takes place in 2293, 
when Captain James T. Kirk orders Captain 
Spock and Dr. McCoy to refit a photon torpedo 
with equipment that would normally be used 
to catalog a gaseous anomaly. This occurs 
while the ship is under attack from a cloaked 
Klingon Bird-of-Prey during the Khitomer peace 
conference; Kirk's intent is to highlight the 
location of the cloaked ship. 

The Enterprise of the 2290's carries 78 
photon torpedoes, a full complement for a 
Constitution-class starship. Computer data 
banks record the firing of the powerful and 
destructive torpedoes, and an inventory 
program keeps track of the number of 
torpedoes remaining after each one has 
been launched. The ship's phaser banks 
and photon torpedoes are capable of inflicting 
heavy damage upon, or even destroying, a 
Bird-of-Prey or a Romulan Warbird. 

Shield strength is another prominent 
feature of the Enterprise, though transporters 
are inactive, weapons cannot be fired, and 
shuttlecraft cannot be launched, while the 
shields are raised. The process of lowering 
shields to allow one of these activities to 
take place, and then raising them again, takes 
15.5 seconds. The shields are capable of

withstanding several bursts of Klingon 
disruptor fire, although this drains them; 
however, even when the shields are lowered 
and the hull has been breached by disruptor 
fire, the ship is still capable of functioning. 

The starship has deflector grids in both the 
engineering and saucer sections, with the one 
in engineering on the port side and the other on 
the stern of the saucer. The overall strength of 
the grid appears to have been increased in the 
U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-A, as the new ship 
breaks through the Great Barrier in 2287 when 
hijacked by Spock's renegade half-brother, 
Sybok. Previously, this powerful energy field 
at the center of the Galaxy was believed to be 
impenetrable. The Enterprise also contains a 
number of internal defense systems that differ 
from previous models. 

The ship makes extensive use of tactical 
scans that are conveyed to the bridge. These 
are capable of detecting the positions of enemy 
ships, and of making recommendations for 
the activation of different defense systems. 
Additionally, tactical scans register when an 
existing enemy ship's cloaking device has 
been activated, though they are unable to 
track a cloaked ship thereafter. 

Another internal defensive scheme is 
the ship's prisoner holding area, or brig. The 
new brig is considered escape-proof, having 
been tested by Spock at the request of 
Starfleet designers. Captain Montgomery 
Scott disproves this notion, by setting off 
an explosion that blasts through one of the 
brig walls. 

A final safeguard aboard the later version 
Constitution-class Enterprise protects against 
the unauthorized firing of a hand phaser. Anyone 
attempting to initiate weapons fire on board is 
immediately detected by security teams and 
faces a multitude of internal alarms. The phaser 
blast itself is rendered useless but, as Spock 
discovers in 2293, a phaser set on stun can be 
fired at close range — to lethal effects — without 
setting off the alarm. 








Unlike earlier ships in its class, the 
U.S.S. ENTERPRISE NCC-1701-A is 
equipped with aft torpedo launchers. 




















Monitor screens on the bridge of the

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In the event that a red alert is declared,

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The starship is equipped with numerous 
photon torpedo launcher mechanisms. 
These arm and ready warheads for firing. 
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Enemy fire can sometimes penetrate 
shielding, and breaches may result in

during an away team mission to a 
Borg cube. \When the aliens reach 
Earth in early 2367, Data is forced 
to directly link his positronic brain 
with the Borg collective 
consciousness via the mind of 
Locutus — the assimilated Captain 
Picard. Data's direct influence on 
the Borg and Picard’s strength of 
will, defeats the machinations of 
the assimilators on this occasion. 
In 2369, Data again encounters 
Borg interested in him, in the ruins 
of a Starfleet facility on Ohniaka Ill. 
These Borg drones are cut off from 
the collective and follow the will 

of a being they call ‘The One’ — 
otherwise known as Lore, another 
android built by Data's creator Dr. 
Noonien Soong. Lore attempts 
to bring Data over to his side, but 
the android shrugs off his brother's 
mind control and manages to 
disassemble his sibling. 

Data's contact with the 
collective is apparently registered 
by the Borg Queen, however, 
deep in the Delta Quadrant. 
When a temporal attack on Earth 
is attempted in 2373, her desire 
to convert the android to the Borg 
cause Is clear, but he manages 
to resist her attempts to turn him 
against his Starfleet colleagues. 

Data may be a machine, but his 
strength of personality makes him 
a force to be reckoned with by any 
potential foe.

The presence of a potential 
equal threatens Dr. Adams, 
and he takes steps to 
eliminate the danger.

The 
neural neutralizer, which 
he publicly dismisses as 
little more than an 
electronic tranquilizer for 
difficult cases, actually 
drains the victim's mind 
of its own thoughts and 
makes it possible for 
suggestions and memories 
to be implanted.

In an alternate version of the year 2366, created by a temporal distortion, 
the basic uniform design is still considered suitable for use during a period 
of intense conflict between the Federation and the Klingon Empire. 


hen a temporal rift in space is encountered by 
the U.S.S. Enterprise NCC-1701-C in 2344, a 
crucial moment in Federation history is rewritten. 
The starship is defending the Klingon outpost of 
Narendra Ill from three Romulan Warbirds when 
it is thrown 20 years into the future. History is 
changed: the colony on Narendra III is destroyed 
and a new timeline is created, resulting in a 20-year 
long war between the Federation and the Klingon Empire. 
Starfleet had primarily been an organization of peace and 
exploration, but it adjusts to the military situation accordingly. 
For example, starships are no longer designed to carry families. 
The standard Starfleet uniform remains essentially the same 
however; the only significant difference is that all personnel 
are now equipped with a standard issue phaser belt. This 
medium-width silver band, features a double-buckle shaped 
in a horizontal version of Starfleet’s traditional delta symbol.
